_ manifeft ditference 5 but, really, Gentle- 
_ men, you that are Honeft, and that do 
faithfully Difcharge the great Truft com- 
Mitced to you, have the Misfortune to be 
jn fuch bad Company, to be Clouded with 
the Duft of fuck a Scandalous Fraternity, 
that you fuifer extremely by the Crimes of 
' the other, whofe wretched Treatment, of 
both Creditor and Bankrupt, has mace 
the very Name ef a Commilfioner Odious 
the Nation. 
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The Cry of thefe things has reach’d the 
Parliament, and the Lords have happily 
put an End to fome of the Mifchiefs, thac 
were the Ruineof the poor Men's Eftate + 
the Luxury and Theft of thofe mercilefs 
Men, that made themfelves Fat with the 
Life-Blood, of the Bankrupt, and to feed 
whole Exceffes, the peor Bankrupt was left 
in Mifery, and his Family Starv’d 5 are now 
ftopp’d, and the Nation deliver’d from 
both the Scandal and the Mifchief.

This A& will convince the World, that 
as a Nation, the Englifhare a Compafho- 
hate People ; the Humanity of our People 
which begun to beloft, will benow reftor'd 
to them, and Englifhmen will ceafe to be 
Turks and Canibalss Let me add, Gentlemen, 
to your Thankfulnefs fome feafonable Ad- 
vice, and bear with me to Speak, with all 
the. mof moving ArgumentsI am Mafter 
of, to Merit and Improve this Bleffing, to 
the good of your Families, your Creditors, 
yonr Pofterity, and the whole Nation.

ent + ’twould add tothe Illuftrious Memo- 
ry of this Age of great Aétions, and would 
raife the Reputation of England, in the 
Minds of Foreign Nations, as much as the 
Valour of our Soldiers, or the Conduét of 
our Generals. 

I cannot but imagine, an Honeft and 
generous Principle will bind all Mento this, 
and here is an Argument, that few Exam-

remember good Turns, and forget Inju- 
ties Knaves remember Injuries, and forget 
good; Turns ———— Asto the Oppofition 
made, Gentlemen, it was Trifling and Ri- 
diculous, and like the Perfons that made ir, 
deferves your Contempt; let not the re- 
membrance of it, prevent the Difcharge of | 
an Honeft Principle. 

’Tis true, the Law does Difcharge you, 
and I cannot enter here upon the Debate, 
whether you are bound on Pain of Dam- 
nation, J will not carry any point to that 
extream, but without doubt you are bound 
in Point of Honour, and yeu will find inex- 
prefble Peace in the Performance. Shall 
your Creditcrs purchafe your Liberty at 
their earneft Solicitations ? Was this A& 
mov’d by Men that lofe by you? it cannot 
but be an Invincible Argument againft 
your Principles, either of Generofity og 
Honefty, if ever you recover aa Bftate, 
and fhould not return fo preffing an Ob- 
ligation. 

But what fhall Ido, fays an Honeft Deb- 
tor, that is inclin’d to take this Advice 5 
what fhall Ido with thofe Creditors that 
have Troubled me, Vex’d me, Su’d me, 
put me to Charges, Difabled me by Ex-: 
pence from Paying, and made me Spend 
the Money would have paid them? 

My Anfwer is fhorc, put all chat Ex 
pence to their Account, as Money paid 
them ; I am Talking now of Paying Overe 
plusbeyond Compofition, and after being 
Difcharg’d, for when I am upon Matter 
of Legal Claim, it is one thing, and Mat- 
ter of Confcientious Satisfa&tion, is anothers 
therefore I fay, inthis Account of Con- 
fcience, you may fairly put allthe Vexati- 
ous Charge you have been at, when unable 
to pay, to flich a Man’s Score, and doing 
your felf Juftice, Pay him the Remain- 
der. : 

But what fhall { do with chat Creditor that 
Oppofed ny Liberty, and that by his Boon 
1. 
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Will, would have Prevented me coming 
to this Ability ? 

My Anfwer is ftill fhort 5 Pay him laf, 
thank God you were Deliver’d from him, 
remind him of his Folly, and diftinguifh 
him from thofe, that fo frankly affifted in 
this Deliverance ; Pay him faft. 

Some Pecple perhaps may think this 
very ulelefs and empty Difcourfe, and in- 
deed the Pra€tice has been fo long negle- 
ted, that tishardly to be hop’d tor, but 
J muft Remind fuch People, that honefty 
will appear, and under thele Bncourage- 
ments I am in hopesthe Praétice may Re- 
vive. 

Nor can I omit to tell the World, we 
have had a Noble Exairple of this, even im 
a Protefion, with no Reflection upon it, 
few people wouki expeét it; 1 mean that 
of a Suldier——And Major-General Wool, 
has not only been an Honour to Englifh Bra- 
very in the Field, but is now an Honour 
td English Honefty at Home, having gene- 
roufly difcharg’d his former Obligations, 
Contraéted before he tovk up Arms, and 
paid his Creditors their tall, leveral Years 
after they had fully releas’d him tor a part. 

If that Gentlemau, was fo. have che 
Greateft of his Ations, Written on his 
Monument in Letters of Gold, as they 
really deferveit, and this in finall Letters 
in one corner of the Work, chefe finail 


Letters would drown the Giory of all the 


reft, and be remembred not to his own 
Honour cnly, but that of the whole Na- 
tion, when ali his other Mere was tore 
oe: Title of Honovr, no Recorded Me-
